The  first  Sunday  in  this  Folio,  December  17,  is  a  complete  day  from  the  BBC  -  a  day 
of  variety  and  excellence  of  which  only  the  BBC,  among  the  large  networks  of  the 
world,  is  capable  and  has  been  consistently  producing.  The  programmes  (!)  for  the 
Day  are  derived  mainly  from  the  BBC  Transcription  Service  in  New  York,  directed  by 
Derek  Russell,  which  has  been  a  major  source  for  WBAI  program  material  week  in 
and  week  out  for  the  past  two  years,  averaging  more  than  10%  of  our  total  output. 
We  are  grateful  indeed  for  the  World  Theatre  dramas,  concerts,  children's  programs, 
discussions  and  talks,  produced  with  the  care  and  courage  which  we  shall  never  cease 
to  admire. 

In  discussing  a  subject  for  our  cover,  Mr.  Keeling  wrote,  ".  .  .  why  not  represent  Britan- 
nia herself.  I  imagine  that  to  most  overseas  audiences,  the  BBC  is  simply  Britain  talk- 
ing." Hear,  hear!
